Sources confirming 
the company’s involve- 
ment in the project being 
developed by Andy and 
David Burnett at NW 6 
and Broadway also indi- 


cate the new operation 
will bring more than 600 
jobs to downtown. 
However, those 
sources say the deal to 
bring Global Payments to 
Oklahoma City won’t be 
final until several agree- 
ments, including poten- 


tial financial incentives, 
are reached.

Wind group 
leader asked 
to testify

Oklahoma's multicounty grand 
jury is seeking testimony from the 
president of The Wind Coalition 
about the placement of a tracker on 
a state legislator's pickup. 

Jeff Clark, 48, has been subpoe- 
naed to appear in June and bring 
records on research done on Rep. 
Mark McBride. 

The grand jury also is seek- 
ing testimony, for a second time, 
from the political consultant who 
hired private investigators to track 
McBride last year. 

A Texas judge will decide whether 
Clark and the consultant, George 
C. Shipley, 71, have to appear.
